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CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE I — NAME, 

This body shall be known and styled as the Baptist Sunday School District 
Convention Auxiliary to the First South Florida Baptist Association. 

ARTICLE II — OBJECT. 

The object of this convention shall be to do Missionary and Educational Work. 
The collecting of statistics .and other informaton from the churches the teach- 
ing of Sunday School Methods and the holding of Bible Institutes and training 
Sunday School Workers.. 

ARTICLE I II — MEMBER SHI F . 

Section % Any regular organized Sunday School that is in fellowship with a 
regular Baptist Church may become a member of this convention by giving 
satisfactory evidence of his Faith and Order presenting a letter by Messenger 
with a payment of $1X0 on becoming a member and annually thereafter. The 
same shall be used for conventional purposes. 

Section 2. All Pastor’s of Churches composing this convention are members 
of this body by virtue of their office. Any regular ordained minister who 
is a member of a Baptist Church in good and regular standing may be an 
Honorary Member of this convention by a two thirds vote of members present 
at any Annual Session. 

ARTICLE IV OFFICERS. 

Officers of this Convention shall be President First and Second Vice-President, 
Recording Secretary, Corresponding Secretary, Financial Secretary, Statistical 
Secretary and Treasurer, all of whom shall be elected annually and shall serve 
until their successor is elected and qualified. The Treasurer shall be bonded. 

ARTICLE V— DUTY OF OFFICERS. 

Section 1, The President or Vice-Presidens shall preside at all meetings. In 
the absence of the President and Vice-Presidents, the Recording Secretary shall 
call th& meeting to order and the convention shall proceed at once to elect a 
President, Pro-term 

Section 2. The Recording Secretary shall keep a faithfull record of the pro- 
ceedings of the convention, arrange minutes for the press, and distribute the 
same to schools within the bounds of the convention. 

ARTICLE VI— EXECUTIVE BOARD. 

Section L There shall be an Executive Board of nine members including the 
Officers of this Convention shall he President, First and Second Vice-Presidents, 
power to carry out the object of the convention in its absence, 

ARTICLE VII— MEMBERSHIP. 

Section 1. The President or Vice-Presidents shall preside at all meetings. In 
elected by their respective Sunday Schools. 

Section 2, Each messenger shall enroll with two dollars and present a letter 
certifying their election to membership. 

ARTICLE VIII, 

Section 1. There shall be a board of five constituting the Institutional Depart- 
ment of this Convention, who shall supervise and direct the training Department. 
The Superintendent of the District shaLl be under the discretion of this board 
and must be recommended by the Board. 

Section 2. The President, the Recording Secretary and the Dean who shall 
be members of this Board shall sign all Certificates, when satisfactory examina- 
tion has been made. 

Sections. The Treasurer shall receive all monies brought up or collected at 
each Annual Meeting, and shallpay out the same, by order of the Convention 


(signed by the President by virtue of his office) and turn over the same to 
agencies institutions. Represented by said agent. The Convention shall say how 
eJl desfipmated monies should be used. 

Section 4 The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the correspondence of 
this convention and act as secretary of the Executive Board. The Financial 
Secretary shall keep a faithful record of all money received by this convention 
and report same to the Convention when called on to do so by giving and re- 
ceiving a receipt thatwill be sufficient* The statistical Secretary shall from time 
to time gather the statistics of the Convention so as to be ready to inform 
the Convention as to its growth or decline. 

Section V. All officers of this Convention desiring or deserving Compensation 
shall bo paid at the discretion of the Convention. 

ARTICLE IX— TIME OF MEETING. 

Section 1. This Convention shall meet annually on Wednesday before the 
third Lord's Day in May at such time and place that the Convention may deem 


best* 


Section 2* And in case the place selected by the Convention is not suitable and 
they are not able to care for it the Executive Board shall have power to make 
a choice for tfaeConvention to the best good of all concerned* 

ARTICLE X* 

Section 1. A Statistical and Financial Report as agreed upon by the Conven- 
tion shall be a part of the Record of the Convention and shall be printed in the 
minutes of each annual session or as often as the Convention may require it. 

Section 2, Each Sunday School shall be required to make a true Statistical 
and Financial report at each Annual Session* 

ARTICLE XI. 

This Constitution may be altered or amended at any annual session by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present on its second reading.

BAPTIST DISTRICT SUNDAY SCHOOL CONVENTION 
In Session With 

HARMONY BAPTIST SUNDAY SCHOOL 

T.ATCF.T.AT 'T), FLORIDA, MAY 15-19, 1935 
WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION 

In response to the call of our efficient President, Dr. W. M. Davis and in keep- 
ing with the Constitution-1 he hirst South Florida Baptist Sunday School Con- 
vention assembled at the above named place and date at 2:45 P. M. 

The Convention Chorister, Mrs. A, W. Sparks conducted a very spirited Song 
Service, interspersed with fervent prayers led by Rev. Tinsley and Bro. W. S. 
Tanner. President Davis led in a chain of prayers, after which “Dwelling in 
Beulah Land” was sung. Scripture Lesson by Rev. A. R. Starling, Eph. 4 JL-16 
who after reading commented on it showing that every Christian has a special 
work to do; some teachers, preachers, and evangelists and explained that the 
church is an Organism not an organization. 

President Davis, named Mr. J. H. Tomllin, Miss C. B. King and Mrs. M. 
Feaster as Enrollment Committee and they proceeded to take the enrollment. 
The choir rendered several selections and the Enrollment Committee made a 
partial report, which on motion was received. A motion also prevailed that 
all visitors would become Honorary members of the Convention by the paymJent 
of one dollar. A motion then prevailed that the persons named by the Enroll- 
ment Committee constitute the Roll of the Convention. “Bless Be The Tie” 
was sung a a token of fellowship. A hearty handshake ensued followed by 
an earnest prayer by Rev. Townsend. “Come Holy Spirit Heavenly Dove” was 
sung at the close. President W. M. Davis declared thle 41st Annual Session of 
the First South Florida District Sunday School Convention opened in due form. 
The Programs were considered and many beautiful complimnts were paid the 
Harmony Baptist Sunday School and B.Y.P.U. for the unique and attractive 
programs. A motion was made to adopt the program subject to changes. On 
its passage was arrested by Dr. A. R. Starling who made following amendments: 
Morning session close 12:30. Afternoon sessions 9 00 P.M. These were voted 
upon together with motion to adopt program. Motion prevailed 
Official reports were next in order: Rendered as follows: The Recording 
Corresponding Secretaries and Treasurer made their reports and on motions 
like were received and turned over to the Auditors. (See Reports) Auditors 
appointed for this session were Rev. S. King and Mrs. M. J. Jackson. 

Miscellaneous Business including Constitutional Questions follow: Dr. Starling 
asked if it were constitutional to have an introductory sermon at the beginning 
of each Annual Session? This matter was discussed by Drs. C. J. Smith and 
G.E.O. Whitehurst each favoring a sermon at this time while it was not constitu- 
tional. It seemed to be the general wish of the Convention and President Davis 
explained that it was his hearts desire to make the Convention a school of 
methods, the aim trained workers whom God could depend on and all subjects 
on Program were selected with a view of presenting practical Scriptural truths 
and that he had no objections to the' preaching. 

Dr. Collier then called attention to Foreign Mission and asked that this item 
be given attention so that the Gospel might be sent into all lands. He then 
offered Rev. Leo Jenkins of Ft. Myers to preach on Thursday morning at the 
hour in which he (Dr.Collins) was programmed to speak on the subject, 
“Teachers deportment in order to teach and Why.” This met the approval of 
the body and the Chair so declared. 

The items Aged Ministers and Widows having been omitted through mistake 
on letter blanks, Pres. Davis asked that each messenger would insert them and 
give liberally to these needy causes. 

The Convention performed a charitable deed when by request of President 
Davis $2.10 was given to enroll our State President of the Progressive Baptist 
Convention, Dr. C.J. Smith. 

The deaths of two of our great leaders who recently passed away were an- 
nounced by Pres. Davis viz Rev. Harris of Live Oak and Rev. Blackwell of 
Belleview. He mentioned Rev. E.D. Daniels our 1st Vice President who passed 
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since our last Convention. He then requested the report of the Obituary Com- 
mittee to be made at noon Saturday, at which time Memorial services would be 
had tor our dead. 

Remarks by Pastor Rhodes. Announcements. “God Be With You” was sung. 
Benediction by Rev. M. F. Boone 2nd Vice Pres. Adjournment until 8 P.M. 

WEDNESDAY NIGHT SESSION 

At 8 P. M. the Local Program of the Harmony Baptist Sunday School and 
B.Y.P.U. was rendered to a large and appreciative audience. This program was 
commendable. The participants rendered well their parts. The Readings, Solos, 
Duetts, Quartets and Welcome addresses carried with them a fragrance that 
resulted in glad hearts and a feeding of welcome all of which were highly 
appreciated. An offering of $12.00 was now taken. Mr. J. W. Canady Ex-Presi- 
dent of the Progressive State Sunday School Convention was presented who in 
turn presented Dr. W. M. Davis the Worthy President of the Great First South 
Florida District Sunday School Convention and amiable Pastor of the Beulah 
Baptist Church of Tampa, Fla., who was received amids’t great applause. Presi- 
dent Davis complimented the/ Harmony Baptist Church for the splendid pro- 
gram and royal entertainment thus far , after which in well 1 chosen words he 
presented Dr." Goow Whitehurst who in his persuasive masterly way responded 
to the Program which as usual by his great sense of wit and humor gave due 
credit to the program. This response was pleasing and enjoyable. 

Dr. C. J. Smith, one of our pioneer preachers and the Honored President of 
the Progressive Baptist State Convention was presented and his presence was 
acknowledged by uplifted hands. 

Announcements by Pastor Rhodes and Pres. Davis. Doxology, Benediction by 
Rev. G.W. Martin. A Recess was taken until nine o’clock Thursday morning. 

THURSDAY MORNING SESSION. 

Promptly at nine o’clock the choir rendered an inspiring song service which 
gave enthusiasm to the workers. Invocation by Rev. O. S. Scott. Jubilee, 
“Certainly Lord,” by the Choir. Rev. Townsend re<id the 27th Division of the 
Psalms for the morning lesson. Pres. Davis led in singing '“Father I Stretch 
my Hands to Thee,” after which sentence prayers were made. Theme: That 
the Program of the Convention will become a teaching unit that will result in 
prepared teachers and workers in our Si nday Schools. Enrollment of Mes- 
sengers continued. “The Old Time Religion ” was heartily sung. 

Dr. Davis then presented Rev. F. A. Wright, Pastor of the First Baptist 
Church of Haines City, who addressed us on the subject: “Making the Sunday 
School Attractive and Interesting.” His lecture was full of usefull material. 
Among some of the things he said was that the Sunday School should be made 
attractive by the use of suitable pictures and flowers. The music should be 
catchy. Closing he stressed preparedness of Sunday School Teachers so that 
they may divorce themselves from quarterlies and that they may have a message 
that will attract and hold students) in the Sunday School. 

Mrs. Albertha Robinson sang very sweetly, “Life is Like a Mountain’s Railroad.’* 
The Convention was then given over to the Pulpit Exercises. Pres. Davis 
presented Rev. L. j. Jenkins, the pastor of the First Baptist Church of Ft. Myers, 
who preached at this hour. Text Act. 17:24. Subject, “Living and Moving in 
God.” 

He preached a powerful message and received favorable comment which reflected 
a brilliant future for this young ambassador for God. 

The Mt. Carmel Stars of Clearwater rendered very acceptably a selection, 
“What are they doing in Heaven today?” They received a hearty applause. 

Dr G. E. O. Whitehurst State Sunday School Method and a National Sunday 
School Conductor of Methods was presented and discussed the subject: ”Is the 
Sunday School and Church - meeting the present day requirements and why?” 
He began by saying that the Three Objectives in the incipiency of the Sunday 
School is to employ, to enlighten and to train in moral, spiritual, and educational 
activities. And said that in reality the Sunday School and Church were not 
meeting the present day requirements and gave substantial reasons why in the 
discussion of the following requirements of the Sunday School. (1.) To enlighten 
the heart. (2) To save the soul. (3) To develop Christian character. (4) To 
create Reverence for God, His Word and His people. (5) To create a yearning 
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for the safety of others. (6) To win lost souls. (7) To keep the church m- 
formed about the condition of the field. Closing he said* that the fu co- 
operation of Church and Sunday School are necessary to meet the present day 
requirements. This address was as usual inspiring and informing. 

A solo “I Know He Will Keep Me Whole.” was sweetly rendered by Mrs. G h. 
McGhee of Brooksville, Fla. 

President Davis presented Rev* W. A. Harrison the esteemed P as ^ 
Shiloh, Dunedin and Beulah of Dunnellon who addressed us on the subject: The 
Teacher’s Heed of Evangelism.” He placed special emphasis on the fact that 
there are many teachers who have not been born again and all of their teach ng 
is an act of formality. That the teacher himself must be taught before he can 
teach others. Closing with the thought that Preachers , teachers and 
should reverence Gcd and be mere Christ-like in Church and elsewhere. Tha 
Jesus should be our example in everything we do or say. His Message was 
well received and given hearty applause. 

President Davis who is so thoughtful and ever wilting to perform his Christian 
duty, now requested the Convention to give a donation to Rev, P.M Scott and 
Rev. A. Darby both of Lakeland and both of them having been recently stricken 
with paralysis* Amount given was $7,05.

The following distinguished devines were extended the courtesies of the f oor, 
each responded consecutively. Rev. G. W. Martin pastor of St. Paul Churc , 
City, and Rev. A. L. Washington Pastor of ML Gilboa Baptist Church; Bartow. 
Each expressed their delight in being present — complimented the Convention 
for the mammouth program they were putting over and bade them God speet , 
Just then Dr. L.. R. Brayboy the eminent pastor of the first Baptist Churc 
Eatonvilie was presented and spoke in his usual Christian unassuming waj o 
his great pleasure in being identified with the Great Baptist Family. His 
remarks were timely, touching and beautiful and the Convention by then 
applause assured him that he was indeed ours and that we loved and respecte 
him as a great man among men and prayed God for his abundant success ui 
his field ollabor. Jubilee, “You Must Have That True Religion.” 

Dr. C. J. Smith, Moderator of the Progressive, A Pioneer leader and a beacon 
light for the Eaptists of Florida, brought greetings from the parent body. e 
gave 3.1 usual timely advice and Fatherly Council. 

Moderator NImmons now presided over the Convention. 

Tha I-Iamnony Baby Sextette of Harmony Baptist Church now rendered a 
selection, paying a tribute to Presidents and Co-Workers of the First South 
Florida Sunday School and B. Y, P. TX Conventions which received hearty 
applause. 

Moderator Nimmons in his usual kind manner (After giving a beautiful tribute 
to a noble character whose work for the Baptist has been unsurpassed and gives 
him a right tobestyled the “8th Wonder of the World”) presented Dr. W. M 
Davis, the efficient andProgressjve Pastor of the Great Beulah Baptist Church 
oi Tampa, F la,, and the Popular President of the Great South Florida Sunday 
School Convention who came forward as the Convention cheered with shouts 
of “Davis” exemplifying their great love and respect for him as our Deader. 

Dr. Davis now made his Annual Address. Though verbal it was well outlined 
and delivered. Ho held the audience spellbound as his voice took its flight into 
the domes of ecstacy, he fluently reviewed his last year's work for the cause 
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in which he made safe for the Baptist some very valuable property of which 
e\oy ere dice It* be pi cud. lie gave due praise to his Co-Workers and stated 
that no matter what you may know or say, if it is anything' worth while, it will 
speak for itself as real service counts He closed by thanking God for past 
successes and commended the Convention to God with a charge for them to be 
faithful and leave no stone unturned for a higher .Evangelism and spiritual 
ard edtcatlrnal facilities that tend to bring humanity up to God's ideal. 

The hearty ovation that followed assured him that the Convention was proud 
of him as our leader. At the close Dr. Nimmons led in singing fEiigher Grouftidy” 
Cf-tiir^ \\&8 taken by Mr. ; J. R. Hunt. On motion this splendid address 

was received as information. 

The Committee on Nomination made their report. On motion the same was 
adopted striking out the name of Rev. Harris as District Superintendent of 
Sunday Schools. The election of this officer to be deferred to the Executive 
Board. (See List of Officers.) Mrs. R, L.„ Dally was elected pianist for the 
Convention on motion propciiy seconded and was so declared by the Chair, 
Boxology. Benediction by Rev. A. L, Washington. A recess was taken until 
2:30 P. M. 

THURSDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 

At 2:30 the Conventional Choir directed by Directress Mrs. A. W. Sparks, 
rendered a delightful song service, "I'm on the Battlefield for my Lord This 
marked the opening of this session* Prayer by Bro. A* J. Bishop. Vice 
President Boone presiding. Scripture Lesson 117 Psalms. Selection 'Lord I 
don’t heel no Ways Tired." was sung until it grimed to electrify the hearts 
of the hearers. Pres. Davis after speaking of the high appreciation that wo 
thouid have for our songs — The Jubilees — which were born in the hearts and souls 
that were touched by the finger of God — He requested the choir to sing^On My 
Knees." A number written by Bro. J. M, Tomlin, Supt. of Beulah Baptist Sunday 
behoof Tampa and a faithful worker in the Convention which reflected much 
credit on Bro. Tomlin as a composer of Music. 

Pres. Davis announced the Pageant "The Fate of the Five Foolish Virgins 
to be presented by the Harmony Baptist Sunday School In the Washington Park 
High School Auditorium at 8 30 P.M. and urged every one to attend. Enrollment. 
Continued. Digest of Letters. Selection, "Since Jesus Came Into My Heart,” 
rendered by the choir. Subject, "Meeting the Social Needs of the Youth" was 
discussed by Rev. W. E. Gardner Pastor, Elisabeth Baptist Church, Arcadia. He 
began by saying that no child is mature at its birth and it should not be expected 
that a new born soul be perfect for in as much as the child grows to maturity, so 
it is with the child of God. He should grow in grace and in favor of the Lord 
Jesus, Christ. Being born again, is not enough, the soul of a man should be 
renewed and changed, and the spiritual birth is only the beginning of a life. 
We must use the things that arc present within us, that will be acceptable to 
the Will of God. At the close every heart was stirred. This was a common 
sense practical address which should be beneficial to all who heard him. Pres, 
Davis commented briefly on the address, after which he introduced Mr. Rogers, 
President of the Central Insurance Company and gave him a check for $17,00 
on interest of the money that was borrowed on the Florida Seminary Debt, 
with a hope of cancelling the debt in the near future. Mr. Rogers gave a very 
timely talk. After expressing his pleasure of being in the meeting. Ilo spoke 
favorably of the Insurance work and bade the Convention God's Speed. 

Front Line Sunday School was now conducted by Rev. E. D, Alexander. After 
the assignment of Teachers and the arrangement of classes, the lesson was 
taught for 20 minutes. Subject. "Building Christian Character/ 5 II Peter, 1-11. 
Dr. Rhodes gave a brief review of subject. And the classes reported as follows: 

T. L, Jenkins 
students 20, Collection $1.00. 3 Rev. Townsend* students 30 Collection $1.35.

students 9, collection $1.00. 6. Rev. S. Siplin, students 19, Collection $1.01. 
Total $6.18. Rev. M. L. Cherry Ex-President of the Convention was presented 
and made an inspiring talk much to the delight of his hearers. President 
Davis appointed to serve on the Finance Committee. Rev. L. J. Jenkins, 
Mrs. Fellster Davis and Miss Gertrude Harris. Announcements were made. 
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“Till We Meet Again,” was sung. The Convention recessed until 8 P. M. to 
re-assemble at the Washington Park Auditorium. 

THURSDAY NIGHT— (Educational) 

PAGEANT: “The Fate of the 5 Foolish Virgins.” 

At 8:00 P. M. in compliance to the request of President Davis, the delegation 
and Citizenry assembled at Washington Park at which time this Pageant was 
presented to an appjrecitive audience. The Participants played well th'eir parts 
and we feel that the great moral truths that were learned through its rendition 
will be instrumental in encouraging us to watch as well as pray. The Convention 
was very grateful to Harmony Baptist Sunday School for this effort which 
resulted in $44.30 for Ministerial Education. Adjournment until Saturday 
morning. 

SATURDAY MORNING SESSION 

The Convention re-assembled at nine o’clock. Several Spirited selections were 
rendered by the choir. Prayer by Rev. !H. Davis. Selection, “There is Joy in 
That Land” was sung. Scripture Lesson by Rev. C. W. Scott. St. John 15:1-14. 
Selection: “I Want to be More and More Like Jesus.” Enrollment continued. 
Reading of the Journal was the next order of business. The journal of Wednes- 
day afternoon and night, Thursday Morning and afternoon session were read 
consecutively and on motion were adopted as read** A vote of allegiance that 
the Secretary prepare the minutes for publication with out further reading 
now on motion was unanimously adopted. Misses Altamese Smith and Ruth 
Murray now read the Organization of the Department of Sunday Schools for 
Sunday morning. 

President Davis after giving some valuable hints about Modern Sunday 
School Work, asked the following questions which were promptly answered by 
the Convention at large. 1. Which is the most intricate group to handle in the 
Sunday School? Answer — The Intermediates. 2. Give Ages. Ans. — 13 to 16 years. 
3. Give the characteristics. Ans. — They are restless. The adolescent age and are 
investigative, questioning everybody and everything. 4. At what period do we 
lose the most pupils, and why? (Ans. The Intermediates, because they are often 
misunderstood. 5. What kind of teacher is needed for these children? Ans. An 
intelligent conscientious and consecrated Christian. President Davis in closing 
spoke of wholesome Recreation of our young people naming some of the harmless 
activities, this issue brought on a heated discussion. Dr. T. C. Collier, Rev. S. 
King, Mr. J. W.Canady and Mr. J. H. Tomlin and much good was gleaned by 
the timely advices given the young pteople. Selection by Choir, “I Can’t Forget 
it Can You? 

The Subject: “Why the Average High School and College Youth Cannot be 
Enlisted in the Sunday School?” was discussed very beautifully by Miss 
Altamese Smith. She gave many reasons all of which should be recorded in 
these minutes, but for want of space, only a few are given (1) while the above 
question is not true in all cases. College boys .and girls have entered a new 
world. They are exposed to new theories and advanced ideas. Most of them 
ungodly in nature. Most colleges do not pay attention to religious status of 
their students, some instrucors are not Christians and they place subject matter 
and science and its inventions above God — hence the average college girl and 
boy feel themselves a little above the Sunday School teacher and average students. 
2. Sometimes folks at home change as they begin to see changes in the college 
boys and girls, whom they imagine are stuck up because they’ve been to college 
and failto 1 try to invite them to come to Sunday School. 3. That Sunday School 
Teachers fail to keep in touch with the students of their classes who go to 
college, hence students feel that they aren’t missed nor needed. She in closing 
emphasized the fact that the church is responsible for understanding their 
young people and helping them to make their choice for giving them sympathy 
and encouragement and that any church who has a strong body of young 
people who are preparing themselves for Christian usefulness, may face the 
future with confidence that the Master will be perpetuated. Dr. Collier and 
others gave Miss Smith beautiful compliments for the same, 
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A p-teasing solo was rendered by Mrs. A. L, Martin to the delight of all. Pres. 
Davis then presented Dr. G. E. O. Whitehurst, who discussed the subject, Why 
the Growth of Atheism in our Schools and Colleges and How to Prevent it, and 
Check it?” He began by saying that 'every man of nature has a knowlege what 
a hypocrite is and that Atheism is an abnormal stage of belief. He discussed 
four reasons for hypocricsy .and as a growth of Atheism viz (1) Materialism. 
(2) Imperialism (3) Evolution and (4) Heathenism. That the work of the 
Atheist is the confession of the agnostic: he likes to parade his beliefs. How to 
check it: 1. Keep the Atheist out of the College. 2. Christian Experiences. 

3. Proper selection of School By all means select a Christian School where 
God is held as the Supreme Ruler an<| Teacher by both Instructors and Students. 
Dr. Whithurst gave much light on the subject and much information was gained 
by this able discussion. 

The Committee on Constitution made their reports. On motion the constitu- 
tion was adopted inserting the clause, that the Dean will sign the Certificate 
of all who finish the Teachers Training School. Dr. T. C. Collier on making a 
plea for Missionary C. W. Scott as this was his Initiatory year on the field and 
needed help. Contribution $8.01 was taken for him. The Auditors now made 
their report (See Report). On motion the same was adopted. A solo, “He Will
